BIG CORONATION SERVICES 


Colonials Attend St. Paul’s—German 
Crown Prince Arrives—Showers 
Damage Street Decorations. 


LONDON, June 18.-—The appearance of 
the British capital to-night is anything 
but Sabbathlike. Enormotis’ crowds are 
pushing through the streets everywhere. 
All are-flocking toward the centre of the 
city to-see the decorations of the buildings 
and, streets and catch a glimpse of the 
foreign. visitors. Apparently almost the 
whole of London's population of 7,000,000 
have turned out from their homes. Sev- 
eral thundred thousands jostled one an- 
other for hours about St. James's Park, 
Westminster Abbey and Trafalgar Square. 
Whitehall, Pall Mall, the Strand, and Pic- 
cadilly throughout the evening were al- 
most impassaole for motor cars and cabs, 
and from time to time traffic was en- 
tirely stopped. 

Of course the east enders and ‘working | 
classes form the chief elements. Every- 
body is in holiday spirits, the men and 
girls singing and chaffing. Wherever a! 
carriage. with royal liveries on. the box ap- 
pears, or the uniform of an officer is seen, | 


the crowd closes around and follows. Evén | 


the sight of a lady in evening dress enter- 
ing a restaurant creates such asa 
that the police have to help hef through | 
When there is nothing more exciting to} 
do the people congregate In front of the| 
clubs (many of which display the royal | 
monogram in electric lights) and before | 
the public buildings with their elaborate | 
decorations. 

» Buckingham Palace, where the royal en- 
sign floats, has been the centre of attrac- 
tion all day. A constantly shifting mass 
of peaple elbowed one another in front of 
it. Thousands were there this afternoon, 
‘and to-night the assemblage was swollen 
until it filled St. James's Park to overfiow- 
ing. Several times the crowds had an op- 
portunity to cheer the King and Queen 
when they drove in or out, while the con- 
stant arrivals und departures of visiting 
royalties furnished repeated thrifi-. 

While the majority of the foreign guests 
will arrive to-morrow, there hive been 
enough minor Princes and Grand Dukes 
on view to-day to satisfy ‘the populace. 
The principal visitors will be quartered 
in Buckingham Palace, Mari 
House, and York House, while the Others 
will find shelter tn several of the most 
pretentious private houses, which the 
owners have loaned to the Government 
for the occasion. 

The German cruiser Von der Tann 
brought the Crown Prince Frederick 
William and the German Crown Princess 
to. Sheerness, where the cruiser was 
berthed. The Prince and Princess disem- 
barked at an early hour and proceeded 
to London. 

The holiday. making to-night di@d not 
strike the only note of coronation Sun- 
day. Religious services were held , at 
St. Paul's in the morning and in the 
afternoon at the Westminster Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, while a remarkable 
outdoor service was held.in Battersea 
Park, and in all the churehes special 
reference was made to the great cere- 
mony that will take place on Thursday. 

Contingents of colonial forces, repre- 
senting Canada, Africa, Australia, New 
Zeeland, Jamaice and other colonies, 
attended St.. Paul's, The m. Che s, 
numbering cleven hundred, n sheyies-
